Bowles A ddresses L eague 


Variable rate mortgages 
would be a long step toward 
eliminating the “feast and 
famine” problems that have 
beset the housing industry 
over the past decade, Lloyd 
S. Bowles, president of the 
United States 
League of 
Savings Assn., said today. 
Bowles, who addressed the 
43rd annual meeting of the 
Southeastern Conference of 
the U.S. League, gave strong 
support 
to 
variable 
rate 
r e g u l a t i o n s 
p r o p o s e d 
recently by the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board. 
“ We regard the Board s 
proposal as probably the 
most 
positive 
single 
development to enable the 
mortgage market to ride out 
the kind of turbulence we’ve 
seen in the money markets 
over the past decade.” he 
said. 
The League president, who 
is also chairman of the board 


and president of Dallas 
Federal Savings and Loan 
Assn., explained that the 
Variable Rate Mortgage 
(VRM> 
would 
permit 
periodic adjustment of the 
rate on home mortgages to 
be adjusted upward 
or 
d o wn wa r d 
peri odi cal l y 
according to an index ap 
proved by the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board. 
He said that the savings 
and loan business is ex­ 
tremely vulnerable to bursts 
of inflation and sudden 
upswings in interest rates 
and that the variable rate 
mortgage would serve to 
lessen this vulnerability. 
“ If we had the VRM on our 
books ten or even five years 
ago.” he said, “we would 
have been in a much better 
position 
to 
pay 
higher 
savings rates and to compete 
with the U.S. Treasury for 
fund 
during periods of 


rising interest rates,” said 
Bowles. 
“The VRM is a milestone 
step toward bringing greater 
stability to the flow of 
m ortgage credit 
in the 
country; a major step in 
making 
our 
institutions 
competitive in all phases ut 
the interest rate cycle; a 
major step 
in protecting 
home 
builders 
from 
bankruptcy; a major step 
for assuring home buying 
families of the necessary 
mortgage credit; and a 


major step for providing the 
necessary 
liquidity 
for 
families wishing to sell their 
homes.” 
Acknowl edgi ng 
t he r e 
would be many questions 
raised about VRMs, Bowles 
said 
these 
would 
be 
discussed in the hearings on 
the 
Board’s 
proposed 
regulations by appropriate 
Congressional 
committees. 
He said that Congress, in the 
final analysis, would have to
